The Headmasters Office announced in a special report to the 
Blue Jug that, as a result of school-wide elections held on 
November 10th, Walt Hallowell has been elected Student Council 
President. 


Len Marcel, runner-up in a tight 
race, is the nqw Vice-President. The 
winners and the two remaining candi¬ 
dates, Nick LaRusso and Sal Russo, 
together with Junior Secretary Louis 
Fusaro, now form the Advisory Coun¬ 
cil which was instituted last year 
to provide closer liasion between 
school officials and the student body. 

Poster Politics 

These elections climaxed nearly 
two weeks of frantic campaigning and 
preparation by the four candidates and 
their senior managers. True to form, 
most of the posters and vote-getting 
gimmicks used by these fledgling 
politicians were aimed at the many 
uncommitted votes around the school. 
All the wall plastering, which extolled 
the various virtues of the nominees, 
was so imaginative as to prompt a 
veteran faculty member to remark 
that this was the most spirited cam¬ 
paign he had seen in recent years. 

P.A. Politicians 

As an added feature to the cam¬ 
paign, all four were allowed equal air 
time over the public address system. 
Each politico in turn made his elec¬ 
tion pleas to the entire student body, 
further enumerating reasons why he 
should be elected, and promising and 
planning what he would do if he won. 
In keeping with tradition, the candi¬ 
dates went “stumping” about the 
school, offering the usual handshake 
and flashing the “be-a-friend-and- 
elect-me” smile. Many solitary cor¬ 
ridor walkers were thus trapped, 


buttonholed and convinced of the 
superior qualities of the candidates. 

After the walls have been restored 
to their natural state, President Hallo¬ 
well and his new council face the 
problem of reorganization and of 
setting up a monitor system in the 
cafeteria. Possible topics for discus¬ 
sion include the revamping of the 
present election system to have the 
voting in May and the possible 
formation of a Student Court.

Each student is in the process of choosing his college and his 
career. A college education can be a very expensive proposition, 
but for the number of students who take advantage of the many 
scholarship opportunities, college will cost relatively little. 


Semi-Finalists 

Already many Seniors are well on 
their way to scholarship prizes. The 
leaders in the race for the National 
Merit Scholarships have been sifted 
out. This year, Prep boasts five semi¬ 
finalists: William Dodson, Arthur 
Krenner, Francis Pardo, Steven Troy, 
and George Zaher. By attaining a 
satisfactory mark in their college 
boards, these men can advance to the 
rank of finalists and potential winners. 
Roughly, the actual winnings amount 
to five hundred dollars per annum; 
however, the colleges realize the dis¬ 
tinction attached to becoming a Merit 
winner and usually reward the suc¬ 
cessful student with large grants of 
their own. 

Regents Hopefuls 

A more recent scholarship oppor¬ 
tunity was offered to Prepmen by 
New York State. In the months pro¬ 
ceeding the Regents Scholarship 
Examination, the Seniors worked 
feverishly in the intensified prepara¬ 
tion program held in Loyola Hall. 
The three hundred page monster, 
“You Can Win A Scholarship” be¬ 
came as popular with the seniors as 
October’s book of the month selection 
was with discerning American readers. 
The preparation came to an end about 
a month ago with the gruelling exam¬ 
ination itself. Last year, forty-two of 
our Seniors and twenty alternates won 
financial assistance from the state. For 
each winner who attends college with¬ 
in New York State, an annual stipend 
of about $600 is offered, depending 
upon the individual need of the 
student. Meanwhile many hopeful 


Seniprs are anxiously awaiting the 
results of their efforts which will be 
made known early next year.

Any executive will tell you that leadership is a two-way 
proposition — you depend on others, while others depend on you. 
Only when these two elements work in harmony do you have 
real progress. Senior Tom DfJabo recently explained this concept 
to us. As one of the few men m the school to hold more than one 
editorship in publications, Tom can speak from his own personal 
experience. Besides being Editor-in-Chief of the Yearbook and 
Art Editor of the Magazine, Tom is a familiar figure at the 
Sodality mission centers and an active member of the Dramatics 
Business Staff. 



“The Chief Editor of the Yearbook 
is always a busy person. He must 
keep the staff working, come up with 
new ideas, help with the layout, write 
introductions, and meet deadlines. 
Once he lets up, he is behind a literary 
eight-ball.” This is Tom's description 
of his post as head of a major school 
publication. An editor must have a 
well-honed sense of responsibility to 
insure a timely and interesting result 
at the end of the year. Tom feels that 
his new role of Yearbook Chief has 
doubled his school spirit and has given 
him a personal interest in the school 
itself. 

Despite the complexities of his job, 
our spotlighter does not spend all his time in the Yearbook office. As Art 
Editor of the Magazine, Tom is frequently called upon to exchange his 
typewriter for a brush and enliven a short story with a few carefully-chosen 
drawings. 

“Like the introduction to the theme, the sketches are crucial in deciding 
whether the reader will become interested enough to read the entire story. 
If the art is well-done, it catches the eye of a browsing reader and hooks 
him. Poor art-work can ruin a good short story.” 

In his Sophomore year, Tom's life underwent an important change. 
Through the Sodality he started work in the missions. Since then he has 
centered his work at Dr. White's Settlement House near the Navy Yard. 


“These youngsters come from a background entirely different from our 
own; life hasn't given them the chances we have had. But the mission gives 
them a helping hand and inspires them with Christian ideals. High school 
students have a real chance to work for Christ by showing these boys good 
example in games and sports.” 

Even with all his activities, Tom definitely feels that studies come 
before extra-curriculars. Last year, Editor Delabo worked on an extra 
chemistry course, and this year he is taking advantage of the extra math 
offered by Father O'Connor, S.J. 

As you can see, Tom is a man who has devoted a lot of time and effort 
to Prep and its activities; but even more important, he is a man who has 
earned large dividends from the Jesuit system of education. 


SPORTIIGHT ON: VINNIE DiFUSCO 


Once in a while, a football coach will come across a ballplayer 
who can block as well as run; a ballplayer who can knock down 
a pass as well as catch one; a ballplayer who can play a number of 
positions with the poise of a veteran. The Prep football team is 
fortunate to have such an athlete in the person of Vinnie DiFusco. 

Prep's left halfback and quarter 
linebacker first hit the gridiron in his 
sophomore year on the J.V. Versatile 
Vinnie played only nine quarters on 
the varsity last year, but last year's 
experience has been a tremendous 
factor in his success this season. To 
single out one of his talents is diffi¬ 
cult; the real secret of his value to 
the team lies in the fact that he is 
skilled in the fundamentals of football. 

However, Vinnie does not consider 
himself a natural athlete. 

“Bud Wilkinson said that football 
is ninty per cent desire and guts and 
ten per cent ability. In other words, 
a player might be a triple threat, but 
unless he is willing to go all out for the team, he can't be a good ballplayer. 

“Actually, I'd rather play defense and block than carry the ball. Besides, 
in the game of football, you must play for the good of the team. I feel I 
can help the team more by blocking than by running.” 

Although he is known for his feats on the gridiron, Vinnie DiFusco is 
much more than a football player. He has been an active member of the 
Sodality for the past three years and is also on the business staffs of the 
Blue Book and the Dramatics Society. As a student in the Greek Honors 
Course, he realizes the values of being in such a program. 

“Once a person is in the Greek Course, he knows he has intellectual 
ability, and this almost compels him to work hard. It gives a student more 
motivation for doing his work. The honors program has also shown me how 
much I don't know. The more you learn/the more you realize how vast the 
field of knowledge is. Finally, I feel the honors course makes the road to 
college much easier.” 

“What does the Sodality mean to you?” we queried. 

“The Sodality, I think, has given me a fundamental motivation for doing 
everything in my life, since the Sodality is, in itself, a way of life. In addition, 
a person who's in the Sodality can mature more easily because he knows what 
principles will guide him during his life.” 

After he hangs up his football cleats, Vinnie plans either to enter the 
broad field of electrical engineering, or to develop himself in the career of 
dentistry.

Apostolic Activities 
Attract Sodalists 


Every Tuesday afternoon, a group of Senior and Junior 
sodalists enter a door marked “La Monserrate-Capilla-Catolica 
Hispana.” Behind the door is a chapel and in the chapel are 
approximately fifty boys between the ages of six and thirteen. 
It may be true that these children are underprivileged materially, 
but, partly through the efforts of Prep sodalists, they are certainly 
not underprivileged spiritually. 

Many Catholics who have heard of this kind of Sodality work 
have been deeply moved by the spirit of generosity and sacrifice 
that so obviously motivates these laymen. But, the apostolate of 
teaching arouses the curiosity of some. Why should the laymen 
do this work when the priests could do it more thoroughly, they 
ask. While their assumption is true, it is equally true that there is, 
in many places today, an acute shortage of priests. If Christ and 
His Church are to be carried to the thousands of souls that are in 
need of Hiril, the laymen of the church must help the priests. 
The late Pope Pius XII frequently urged the faithful to engage 
in this work and his successor, John XXIII, has continued these 
exhortations in this, the age of the layman. 

Settlement House Offers Challenge 

Taking their cue from the late Pontiff , the sodalists at Prep 
are devoting their time and energies to the instruction of children 
at the Monserrate Mission center. 

At Dr. White's Settlement House, however, the sodalists face 
an entirely different problem. These boys are older and have 
already received their elementary instruction in the Faith. Their 
problem is how to remain close to Christ in an atmosphere of 
poverty, violence, and indifference. At this mission, the sodalists 
exchange catechisms for the rather unusual textbooks of basket¬ 
balls, footballs, etc. Through this informal medium they present 
the youngsters with an ideal and goal of perfection that suddenly 
becomes attainable in the concrete context of good example. What 
are the reasons why a sodalist does this work? There is no answer, 
aside from the obvious satisfaction a man receives when he knows 
he has helped someone in their quest for spiritual happiness. But 
there is something else a sodalist holds dearer, something deeper 
in his heart: a profound personal gratitude to God for His gifts 
and unceasing aid, and an inexpressable joy that brings him close 
to God and the things of God.

Eleven against the odds. This best describes the task that 
confronted the Brooklyn Prep defense in the last thirty seconds of 
their season opener. With Fordham on the six-inch line, it seemed 
certain that Prep would not taste victory on that sweltering day. 
But to the eleven grim-faced defenders entrenched on the goal 
line, the aroma of triumph had not yet drifted away. 

Most of these players had reserved seats on the bench 
last year. While the backfield this year was ready to 
shatter any opposition thrown at it, Prep rooters hoped 
the defense could hold the enemy offense to three touch¬ 
downs a game. Now, in their first game as a unit, the 
inexperienced linemen were forced to dig in for the 
toughest defensive assignment — the goal line stand. 
Vivacity was far from being the prevailing mood at 
this point. The heat had felled a few of the players 
previously in the game, and by the fourth quarter, all 
of Prep's gridders were exhausted. With first and goal 
to go on the six-inch line, Fordham was facing what 
had been called a hopeless defense. 

Quarterback Maher tried to plunge over the line on 
the first play. He could not sneak across; he could not 
slice through; he could just stand still, waiting for a 
hole that never opened. Not just one man was responsible 
for the quarterback's frustration; the entire defense stood firmly on the goal 
line and did not permit a single Ramlet to cross that last white line. Fordham 
was “thrown back" to the one foot line. On the last play of the game, 
Fordham's left halfback experienced the same helpless sensation as his 
quarterback had. The Little Seven could be renamed. 

The glamour boys of a football team usually come from the backfield, 
but there was no doubt in the minds of the fans at the Fordham game who 
were the glamour boys that day. More and more, defense is resuming the 
position of importance it held ten years ago. The thundering cheers heard at 
Yankee Stadium in recognition of the Giants' goal line stands are proof of 
the fans' renewed appreciation of solid defensive play. The rules of football 
may change and offensive patterns may double in number, but a successful 
team must be able to check an opponent's drive before it can start one of 
its own. 

From the result of the first game, Brooklyn Prep has a solid team. But 
even if the varsity should fall flat on its face, no one will forget the courage 
displayed by the defense in the season opener. Only another victory over 
St. John's would come close to topping the occasion when eleven men 
twisted the Rams' horns on the six-inch line. 

Dave’s Diary: 

Prep football fans are to be congratulated for their fine support of the 
team this season. Our section of the stands at the Fordham game was filled 
to capacity , while Prepmen outnumbered Polys home fans , 2-1 , despite 
poor weather . . . Frank Betron was sidelined for most of the Poly game with 
a shoulder separation. His elusive 45 yard run down the sidelines on a 
LaRusso pass in the Fordham game turned the tide in the second half . . . 
At one point in the seasons opener , Brian McCullagh (in the game for the 
first time as fullback) carried for 35 yards on four successive plays. After 
taking a twenty second breather , barreling Brian blasted through the middle 
for another ten yards . . . About ten players on the football squad are strong 
candidates for the basketball team. Prominent among these versatile athletes 
are backs McCloskey , Addeo , and Newsume, and linemen Murphy and 
Ryan . . . Coach Doolans Finmen will be headed by Freestylers Bob Beck 
and John Landers and backstroker Joe Fenton. Bob is the brother of Bill 
Beck , captain of last years squad. Freshman Dan Mahoney is expected to 
make many a splash in the headlines in the near future.

Prep 14 — Tech 22 

Red Hook Stadium was the scene 
of a hard-fought contest as the J.V. 
dropped their first encounter, 22-14, 
to the Engineers of Tech. Tech forged 
ahead with a touchdown early in the 
first quarter, but Prep bounced back 
with a pair of T.D.'s on the arm of 
quarterback Bill Camera and the 
glue-fingers of end Chuck Campanova. 
Halfback Mike Stuart accounted for 
the conversion points. The Engineers, 
however, roared back with two scores 
in the fourth quarter and stalled the 
Eaglets' desperation drive on the six 
yard line, seconds before the final gun. 

» Prep 7 — Poly 14 

Prep's junior eleven took to the road 
for their next contest with Poly Prep. 


Poly surged ahead with two quick 
touchdowns in the first quarter, but 
Prep fought back in the second quar¬ 
ter when Bill Camera intercepted a 
Poly aerial and raced thirty yards for 
the Eaglets' only score. Fierce defen¬ 
sive play dominated the second half, 
and neither team could muster a 
serious offensive threat. The one 
bright spot in the 14-7 loss was the 
pin-point passing of Soph quarterback 
Bill Camera, who completed ten of 
fifteen passes.

Eagles Claw Hamlets; 6 
Lose Two Feathers 


Any team can have a slump, and Prep’s gridders are no ex¬ 
ception. After taking the season’s opener in fine fashion, the 
Eagles were inactive for three weeks. A seasoned Poly Prep eleven 
then proved too much for the Crown Heighters. Against N.Y.M.A., 
Prep was once again outweighed and outplayed. 

Prep 14 — Fordham 8 

While two thousand fans held their 
breaths in the stands, the Prep defense 
held their ground on the six-inch line 
as Fordham's hopes of victory were 
smashed in the last two agonizing 
plays of the game. The Rams drew 
first blood in the opening quarter as 
co-captain Dick Herzing latched onto 
a Nick LaRusso aerial on the Prep 
38 and lugged the pigskin to the two. 

Halfback Taddonio registered the T.D. 
on a two yard dive, and fullback 
DiSanto ran the conversion for the 
only Fordham score of the day. The 
second half saw Prep stage a rousing 
comeback. With the ball on the 
Eagles' 45 yard line, Nick LaRusso 
tossed a screen pass to Frank Betron, 
who skirted by one tackier and raced 
down the side-lines to the five yard 
line. Two plays later, Frank circled 
left end to make the score 8-6. In the 
final twelve minutes, a 70 yard Prep 
drive, climaxed by Nick LaRusso's 
T.D. plunge and conversion, set the 
stage for the final two gruelling plays. 

Prep 6 — Poly 27 

The Prep offense tettered, and the 
defense tottered as the Eagles fell 
before the Ivy League champions 
from Poly Prep, 27-6. The game was 
scarcely two minutes old when de¬ 
fensive end Johnny Hudson pounced 
on a Poly fumble at the home team's 
35 yard stripe. Five plays later, 

Barry McCloskey plunged over left 
tackle for Prep's only T.D. of the 
day. The Eagles' lead, however, was 
short-lived as Poly rolled up 14 points 
in the second quarter. The Fearon 
to Jeffer pass combo handcuffed the 
defense throughout the game as Poly 
rolled up two more T.D.'s. The 
nullification of Barry McCloskey's 92 
yard burst through the secondary 
dampened but did not extinguish the 
fire of the Prep spirits for the rest of 
the game. 

Prep 0 — N.Y.M.A. 28 

An acute case of fumblitis plagued 
Prep as they dropped their home 
opener 28-0 to N.Y.M.A. The Golden 
Knights demonstrated their powerful 
attack via a Jimmy Dowd to Bob 
DeRoma aerial, and, as the second 
quarter, began, quarterback Dowd 
culminated a five yard drive by sneak- 

ing into the end zone for a 14-0 Captain LaRusso sneaks through 
half-time advantage.

With a 1-2 record, the Prep grid¬ 
ders took the field against one of the 
city's few undefeated teams. For 
three quarters the Eagles played the 
heavier and more celebrated Xavier 
team to a standstill. Only in the 
fourth quarter could the heavily 
favored Kaydets gain the upper 
hand. Xavier's vaunted defense pre¬ 
vailed in the final period to protect 
the home team's unblemished record, 
24-12. The Maroon and Blue offense 
tallied two last period touchdowns to 
deny a hungry Prep team the taste of 
victory. 

Halfback Kev Loughlin scored the 
touchdown that broke the 12-12 tie 
and halfback Lemonowski clinched 
Xavier's first victory over Prep in 
three years. Xavier's offense centered 
around two plays; the quick pass over 
the line and smashing thrusts by full¬ 
back Jim Ryan, who toted the ball 
thirty-three times for an average of 
five yards a carry. 

College play dominated the first 
half from the opening kickoff. Prep 
elected to kick the Kaydets and 
promptly gained control of the pig¬ 
skin as Vinnie DiFusco intercepted a 
wayward aerial and raced to the 
Xavier 36. Barry McCloskey then 
roceeded to tear through the Xavier 
ine as no back had done earlier in 
the season to set up the ice breaking 
T.D. However, the Soldiers roared 
back and tallied two touchdowns. The 
Xavier fans sat back happily and 
waited for the expected slaughter. But 
scarcely had they settled down in 
their seats when Prep marched to a 
masterful counter-attack. From their 
own 25, the Eagles drove to the 
Xavier 20 on runs by McCloskey, 
Addeo, and DiFusco and then scored 
on the next two plays. On the en¬ 
suing kickoff, the Maroon and Blue 
marched 65 yards to the Prep 3, but 
on the last play of the half, the Prep 
line smothered the Xavier quarter¬ 
back.

Twelve Angry Men 
A Review

“Beyond a reasonable doubt .” This small but crucial phrase 
dominated the scene at the Dramatics Society s presentation of 
“Twelve Angry Men” on October 30th. This provocative presenta¬ 
tion, directed by Mr. Winans, has proven, once and for all, the 
adaptable capabilities of Prep’s dramatic stars. The performance 
was, indeed, of professional calibre. 

Eleven men marched into the room of decision, a verdict of 
guilty firmly implanted in their minds. In the twelfth, portrayed 
quite effectively by Norbert Kearns, were sown the seeds of 
doubt. This lone dissenter was a thorn in the side of the jury. 
Brian Payne brilliantly characterized the head strong vehemence 
of juror number three, even in the face of irrefutable evidence to 
the contrary. 

Mike McCarthy, the president of the society, competently en¬ 
acted the part of the sophisticated and intellectually secure man 
of the business world. When he finally saw that even he was 
wrong in his preconceived estimation of guilt, the tide of the play 
flowed inevitably toward acquittal. 

Dennis Rossi admirably portrayed the bitter and bigoted small 
mindedness of a pathetically stupid man. The part of the timid 
old man was deftly enacted by Peter Awn. Phil Mause handled 
the part of the tremulous and apprehensive little man whose 
opinion wavers at every little breeze of new evidence . 

The talent and variety of the supporting members of the 
cast blended with that of the principals to produce an effect of 
suspense and drama so necessary for the success of the play. 
The staging of the play was of the modern “theatre in the 
round” type and the effort and ingenuity of Mike Micallef’s stage 
crew, under the direction of Mr. Breininger, s.j., was instrumental 
in turning a part of Loyola Hall into a tense and realistic jury 
room.
